I Hie ground in the middle of April as at 
I the present time. By the tune the snow 
I quits the fields and the land gets iii till-

I years, and for the benefit of the public 
generally we pnut below a valuable 
table showing the date of sowing wheat 
in Rock county from 18G7 to the present 
time.

Then it came to pass that he deigned 
to snuff around the saucer, and at the 
sanoer, ami finally made sundry small 
dips into the milk with his black muzzle. 
Which feat accomplished, anti probably 
finding it agreeable, he allowed said 
black muzzle to remain in the sauoer,and 
imbibed the liquid with evident relish, 
though I now conceive that I enjoyed 
still more the witnessing of the process. 
When he considered that he hail enough, 
and, nnlike Oliver, needed not to ask for 
more, he made such an amusing appear­ 
ance with the milk which had adhered to 
the hair on his chin that I was nearly 
overpowered by an inward fit of chuck­ 
ling.
